“NO! We Are NOT Letting Your 
Emotional-Support Wombat on the Plane!”

Regulators are finally cracking down 
on passengers who bring household 
pets on commercial flights and claim 
they are “emotional-support animals.” 


Under proposed rules unveiled recently, 
airlines would no longer have to accept 
rabbits, pigs, cats and other untrained 
critters that are supposedly essential 
to the psychological well-being of their 
human owners. 


The scam has become a headache— 
and liability risk—for airlines. Innocent 
passengers and flight attendants have 
been bitten or otherwise injured in 
the main cabin by roaming animals, 
not all of which exhibit control of their 
digestive functions. 


In recent years, assorted nitwits have 
tried to board commercial flights with 
emotional-support ducks, turkeys, 
non-frozen Florida iguanas, flatulent 
pot-bellied pigs and a freaking peacock. 
In some cases, they’ve actually made it 
onto the plane. 


According to the U.S. Department of 
Transportation, “Disability advocates 
have voiced concerns that the use 
of these unusual service animals on 
aircraft erodes the public’s trust and 
confidence in service animals.” 


No kidding. It makes a charade of an 
important benefit designed for those 
with real needs. 


Airlines have struggled to adjust their 
policies to deal with the huge surge in

passengers with emotional-support 
animals, mostly dogs and cats. The 
government requires no __ special 
training for such pets, but the new 
DOT rules would change that. 


If approved, they would limit the 
definition of “service animal” to cover 
only canines that are professionally 
trained to perform tasks for persons 
with documented physical or mental 
disabilities. 


That’s unwelcome news for the many 
non-disabled dog owners who've 
been buying “Service” or “Emotional 
Support” animal vests ($13 to $35 on 
Amazon), scamming medical notes out 
of gullible therapists and appearing 
at the airport presenting their family 
pooches as legitimate service dogs. 


It’s an epidemic that the flight 
attendants’ union and Airlines for 
America, the major industry trade 
group, have been warning about for a 
long time. 


Once, waiting to board a flight from 
West Palm Beach to New York, I counted 
11 vest-wearing dogs, most of them 
suspiciously small and manifesting no 
special training whatsoever. 


One of the owners took his barking 
bogus service animal to the men’s 
room to let it pee—I’m dead serious— 
in a urinal. The dog broke away from 
him and immediately bit a young boy, 
whose father called the police. 


After our plane took off (minus the 
biter), a woman sitting behind me 
headed for the lavatory toting her 
football-sized “service” companion. 
The flight attendant stopped her in 
the aisle but gave up after the woman 


started fussing. 


“I can’t leave him alone! He can’t be 
alone!” she yipped, referring to the 
perplexed, heavily sedated hairball she 
was holding. 


Many frequent flyers have creepier 
animal encounters. 


I own a big Labrador that, if garbed in 
an official-looking vest, could easily 
pass for an actual service dog. His skill 
set peaks at fetching a palm frond, but 
he’s friendly, doesn’t bark and wouldn’t 
need a doggy Valium to get through a 
long flight. 


He does OK in the cargo hold of a 
737, but nobody who loves their pet 
is thrilled about transporting it that 
way. I get that. Also, cargo-class costs 
money, which is a big reason Amazon 
sells so many Emotional Support 
Animal vests. 


They do not fit on snakes or birds, 
and they don’t belong on many of 
the other animals now wearing them. 
Just because a pet makes you feel 
better—and don’t they all?—it’s not 
automatically entitled to ride with you 
in coach, or hang out at the Cinnabon 
on Concourse D. 


The public has 60 days to comment 
on the DOT’s proposed revisions. 
Interestingly, they extend existing 
flight privileges beyond qualified dogs 
to a mammal you seldom find in the 
TSA line: miniature horses. 


These little dudes aren’t merely cute: 
They can learn to do specific tasks 
for owners with disabilities. The

HERE’S WHY WE’RE DOING IT 
What is behind all this apologizing? 
You would think, by the sheer num- 
bers, that the world had developed a 
highly sensitive conscience. 


I fear it’s something else. Apologizing 
has become the new defense. A pre- 
emptive block against a tidal wave of 
criticism, or a cure-all wall if you are 
too late to stop it. 


Apologies—public ones—have become 
the pound of flesh that activists 
demand, and the springboard used by 
celebrities and politicians—who need 
others to like them—to get back into 
their followers’ good graces. 


Social media has given us a million 
new ways to embarrass ourselves, and 
the raft of apologies over posts, tweets, 
and photos is proof. But it’s also a 
quick way to write a few remorseful 
words (or have someone else write 
them for you) without anyone being 
able to see or hear the contrition you 
really have. 


And then there’s the actual wording of 
these apologies, which often follow a 
template of “I’m sorry if anyone was 
offended” which is not far from “it’s too 
bad you're so easily offended” which is 
not far from “it’s your own stupid fault 
you're so easily offended.” 


Apologies should be sincere or they 
aren’t really apologies. Ben Franklin 
once said “never ruin an apology with 
an excuse.” Today, the apology often 
IS the excuse. I apologized, therefore 
my actions clearly aren’t me anymore. 


Maybe we’re saying sorry too much. 
Maybe we’re saying it for the wrong 
things. But with 2020 being an election 
year, you can bet we'll be saying it a 
lot more. There will be more apologies, 
and more calls for apologies, and more 
apologies for not apologizing sooner. 


And I realize, in looking it over, that 
this column has gone on much longer 
than intended. 

And I apologize.

A Local's Perspective

I like sad songs. It has been said that 
the music that is most influential in 
people’s lives is the music you listened 
to between the age of 16 to 25 years. 


I spent the first half of an illustrious 
college career in Sewanee, Tennessee. 
If you like gloomy weather, which I 
do, Sewanee is perfect. Winters on the 
Cumberland Plateau, if I remember 
correctly, were either socked-in dense 
fog or misty, frozen rain. It was grey. 


I started my freshman year at 17 
years old with hair past my shoulders. 
I hadn’t shaved since the last day of 
high school. I looked like a skinny hip- 
ster! I was surrounded by classmates 
who were prep school kids wearing 
khakis and blue blazers and weejuns. 


I remember taking a forestry class in 
dendrology. We had to memorize 100 
different types of trees by their family, 
genus, species, variety and cultivar. 
All fall, we collected leaves to identify 
the trees, including about 20 varieties 
of oaks. By the time of the final exam, 
in December, there were no leaves left 
on the trees. That wasn’t sad—that 
was mind numbingly cruel.. 


I was a runner, and my first winter 
there I would come back from a long 
run down fire trails in the 10,000-acre 
forest with my beard coated in ice. 


I was comfortable in my self-assigned 
role as an outcast. 


I listened to albums by Joni Mitchell 
(Blue) and John Prine until they were 
worn out. There were sad songs on 
those records. And I recognized them. 


I like sad films. There was an old the- 
ater in Sewanee that featured foreign 


films on Tuesday nights. Foreign films 
tend to be sad. I’ve watched them ever 
since and I’ve just about memorized 
Cinema Paradiso, an exquisitely sor- 
rowful Italian movie directed by Gi- 
useppe Tornatore. 


I like sad books, and I’ve read lots of 
them. Recently, A Man Called Ove by 
Fredrik Backman and All The Light We 
Cannot See by Anthony Doerr were 
plenty sad enough for me. 


Literature, film and music that deal 
with grief are not necessarily de- 
pressing. There’s a big difference 
between sadness and depression. In 
my defense, recognizing that there 
are things to be sad about in this 
world doesn’t have much to do with 
being depressed. It’s more about be- 
ing aware. And maybe a little empa- 
thetic. 


I’m not a Buddhist, primarily because 
I don’t have the discipline. But one 
of the tenets of Buddhism is that we 
must embrace sorrow, pain and mis- 
ery because it’s part of life. Happiness 
doesn’t exist in a vacuum—sadness is 
part of the circle of life also. 


I have always pulled for underdogs. 
Scientists of human behavior have 
identified the traits of people like me. 
But who doesn’t like a great story of 
someone who triumphs over huge ob- 
stacles? Of course, there can be sad- 
ness in pulling for underdogs. 


My father had an affinity for under- 
dogs, too. I remember sitting in the 
old Fulton County Stadium on a cold 
Sunday afternoon at the end of an 
Atlanta Falcons game. The stadium 
was nearly empty, the Falcons were 
getting beat 45-0, and with the time 
running off the clock I asked my fa- 
ther what we were still doing there. He

just said, “Don’t ever give up until it’s 
over.” 


The Falcons never had much of a 
chance back then. The people that my 
father represented, as their attorney, 
never had much of a chance either. 
But he never gave up. 


Don’t be alarmed about my relation- 
ship with sadness. I’m a relatively 
cheerful person. I’m about as happy 
as the next guy, I guess. Maybe my 
appreciation of the theme of sadness 
in literature, film and music serves as 
a juxtaposition to my own experiences 
in life.

Nearly 500 locals showed up recently 
to celebrate the campaign that would 
open the doors of the first Destin High 
School in August.

He and wife Jodi have 
daughters Reagan, a freshman at 
FWBHS, and Riley, a seventh-grader 
at Destin Middle: “It’s not just about 
my kids...not just about the next four 
to six years. Just think about the next 
10 to 20 years and kids who have 
graduated from Destin High School. 
What an amazing opportunity it is 
to be here today and to be a part of 
the inception of such an important 
thing for our community. You can give 
money, you can give your time, you 
can give your talents. There’s so many 
ways to be involved.” 


State Rep. Mel Ponder, former Mayor 
of Destin: “This is a new day in the 
city of Destin. This is where our own 
get to stay here in this hometown. This 
is our school, this is your school. This 
is a culture of honor and community 
and a hometown team. Our moment 
in history will be recorded by what we 
do with what’s been given to us. Our 
moment in history starts from tonight 
going forward. We can create it, we 
can breathe life into it and we can 
have fun doing it.” 


Christy Noe, CEO of The Collaborative 
Educational Network, is the major 
consultant on this project. Her 
comments dealt with “Generation 
Z,” those born after 1997, and what 
curriculum would be offered at DHS: 
“Your kids know more about 
technology than we ever did. They’re 
not thinking like we did. They don’t do 
the same things that we do. So guess 
what? Teaching kids today is not the 


same thing that we all are thinking 
high school is. So when I talked to this 
group about curriculum, it’s a little bit 
different. Yes, it’s a high school, but 
our vision is a little bit different. 


“We want all students to be college 
and career ready. We want our 
students to know what it is they like 
and to understand something about 
themselves. We want something that 
is individualized about students. We 
want your kids to be engaged and 
how they are going to be engaged is 
because we’re going to make sure 
that what we’re doing is relevant and 
connected to who they are.”

SPICY RIGATONI ALLA VODKA

Happy February! This month, I’m back with two simple recipes that are great 
for a Valentine’s Day dinner in, and any other day you might need a little pick- 
me-up or want to impress someone with a dinner that is easy to make and truly 
delicious. 


Cooking should feel stress-free, and this dinner epitomizes that. It’s elegant, 
comforting, inexpensive, and the perfect meal to share with your loved ones. 
Oh, and I don’t think anyone would complain if you paired it with some garlic 
bread. There’s nothing more romantic to me than being comfortable enough 
with someone to have garlicky breath together. 


HERBY SALAD WITH A LEMON DIJON VINAIGRETTE 


I make this salad for myself, for friends, or for clients at least twice a week. 
It goes with everything, takes less than five minutes to put together, and has 
enough acidity and brightness to balance any rich or heavy food you're pairing 
it with. You can use any kind of lettuce, herbs or vegetables you have on hand 
or prefer, but this is how I think it tastes best. Try your best to get high-quality 
lettuce for this—it really does make a difference with a salad this simple. 


Ingredients: 

8 cups of the lettuce of your choice (I love a mix of romaine and arugula, or little gems and iceberg, 
but really anything would be perfect here.) 

1/2 medium red onion or 1 shallot, thinly sliced 

4 cups mixed chopped herbs (my Favorite for this is a mix of dill, parsley, and chives) 

1 lemon 

1/4 cup good olive oil 

1 tablespoon Dijon mustard 

2 radishes, thinly sliced (optional) 

Flaky salt, For Finishing (optional) 


Preparation: 

1. Prep your ingredients. Wash and dry the lettuce and herbs. Tear the lettuce into bite-size pieces 
or roughly chop it. Roughly chop the herbs. Thinly slice the radishes and red onion. 

2. Ina big mixing or serving bowl, toss the lettuce, herbs, onion and radishes until mixed. 

3. Inasmall bowl, combine the juice of one lemon, the olive oil and the Dijon, and whisk to combine. 
Season with salt and pepper and adjust to taste. 

4. Pour the dressing over the salad and mix until evenly distributed. Top with flaky sea salt and more 
cracked pepper, and enjoy! 


This pasta is the ultimate low effort, high reward recipe. I’ve been making differ- 
ent vodka sauce recipes for years, but this one has a little extra kick that makes 
it really special and cuts through the creaminess. It has the velvetiest texture, 
and is easy enough that anyone can make it, but tastes elevated enough to 
impress anyone. It’s a great pasta to have in your arsenal. This recipe makes 
four servings. It’s excellent for leftovers the next day or eaten over the course of 
your favorite Nancy Meyers movie. 


Ingredients: 

3 tablespoons olive oil 

1 yellow onion, finely chopped 

6 garlic cloves, well smashed 

1 tube of tomato paste 

3/4 tablespoon red pepper flakes (IF you want less spice, use 1/2 tablespoon, or use closer to 1 
tablespoon if you want it extra spicy.) 

2 tablespoons vodka (to deglaze the pan) 

1 pound rigatoni, or your other favorite pasta shape 
1 cup heavy cream 

1/3 cup grated parmesan, plus more for serving 
Basil For serving 


Preparation: 

1. Prep your ingredients. Chop the onion, grate or microplane the parmesan, and smash the garlic. 

2. Set a pot of salted water on the stove to boil. 

3. Heat the olive oilin a large skillet or Dutch oven over medium heat. Add garlic and onions, season 
with salt, and sauté, stirring occasionally, until they soften and take on a bit of color. 

4. Meanwhile, add the pasta to the boiling water, and set a timer for al dente, or the lower end of 
the time range on the box. Reserve a cup of pasta water, and drain. 

5. When the onions and garlic are starting to brown, add the red pepper Flakes and tomato paste. 
Sauté, stirring often, until the paste has darkened and is browning on the bottom of the pan. 

6. Add the vodka and stir, scraping up any browned bits on the bottom of the pan. Keep stirring until 

the vodka has reduced and evaporated. 

7. Turn the heat to low, and slowly add the heavy cream, stirring constantly to incorporate. Season 

with salt. 

8. Add the cooked pasta, 1/2-3/4 cup of the pasta water, and parmesan. Stir until it is well-coated 

and the sauce is super glossy and velvety, adding more pasta water if needed. 

9. Taste For seasoning, and top with more red pepper flakes, parmesan, and basil. Enjoy!

Marlin Grill: 


An “Escape from Your Normal Life” at Baytowne Wharf

Tom Rice perches on a barstool at 
the end of a bar made of dark wood 
and smooth marble. This is where the 
61-year-old can be found most days. 


In fact, he has been here almost every 
day for the past 18 years. 


“That’s the restaurant business,” 
the owner of Marlin Grill reflects. “If 
youre not crazy about having to come 
do it every day, it’s probably not the 
business for you. This is not a mail-in 
business. If you’re going to be suc- 
cessful, you’ve got to put the time in.” 


And put the time in, Rice has. 


Rice and his partner Wayne Lewis 
opened the fine dining restaurant in 
July 2002, hitching some of their fate 
to the fledgling Village of Baytowne 
Wharf where the restaurant is located. 
At the time, it seemed like a good bet. 


“The seasonality of where we live is one 
of the most difficult things,” Rice says. 
“You can’t build them big enough to 
get you through the summer and then 
have them be small enough to be able 
to pay for them through the winter.” 


Baytowne aimed to help with that by 
drawing conventions and groups dur- 
ing the offseason. That has helped 
shore up business during some of 
those off weeks outside spring and 
summer, Rice says. The restaurant 
has been a great fit for the develop- 
ment. 


Rice says the main reason he believes 
locals and visitors alike keep flocking 
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Always-locally sourced pan-sautéed grouper is the most popular dish on the menu at Marlin Grill. 
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Marlin Grill opened in 2002 in the Village of Baytowne Wharf. 


in is that the restaurant focuses on lo- 
cally sourced, quality food and excel- 
lent service in a pleasant atmosphere. 


Marlin Grill serves steak and seafood 
accompanied by an award-winning 
wine list, extensive bourbon menu, 
specialty martinis and more. 


Their most popular dish is their 
always-locally sourced pan-sautéed 
grouper. The restaurant also serves a 
28-day dry-aged Angus steak cooked 
over a wood-fired grill. 


Dry aging is when the butcher puts 
up the loins and lets them age in a 
cooler before cutting them, enhancing 
the flavor and tenderness of the meat. 
Rice cooks his steaks over a fire with 
Hickory wood that has been barn- 
cured for two years. It produces a nice,

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dry burn, he says, giving the steak 
a hint of wood flavor, which can’t be 
achieved on a gas-powered grill. 


The 20-person bar is always helmed 
by friendly, experienced bartenders, 
and the entire place is decorated to 
give off a 1930s outdoor, sportsman 
vibe. Photographs of Ernest Heming- 
way’s boating and fishing adventures 
adorn the walls. And the spoked de- 
sign of the ceiling in the main dining 
room was fashioned after the ceiling 
on Hemingway’s 38-foot fishing boat, 
Pilar. 


“When you come in, we want you to 
be able to feel like you have been able 
to escape your normal life for a couple 
hours,” Rice says. “It’s a place you can 
just relax, enjoy yourself, have a good 
time and enjoy some nice dinner and 
a good drink to go with it.” 


Marlin Grill is not Rice and his part- 
ner’s only Northwest Florida restau- 
rant venture. They’ve also had a hand 
in some of the central institutions in 
the area. 


Rice’s father was in the NASA program 
in the 60s and 70s, so he grew up all 
over the country. 


“T did the 12 schools in 12 years pro- 
gram,” he says. His family spent some 
extended time in Huntsville, Alabama, 
and New Orleans, however, and that’s 
when Rice fell in love with the South. 


“T liked the people, I liked the culture, I 
liked the pace, the whole bit,” he says. 


After completing college in Miami, he 


came to Destin to settle down in the 
early 80s. All he had to do was figure 
out how to make a living. 


He found a home in the restaurant 
industry. In 1993, Rice and Lewis 
opened Lucky Snapper, the superi- 
orly scenic restaurant that used to be 
located at HarborWalk Village. (The 
building now houses Jimmy Buffet’s 
Margaritaville.) They ran it for almost 
20 years. 


“I remember when we opened, we looked 
at the land lease. It was a 20-year deal, 
and it had 19 years left on it,” Rice says. 
“I thought, That’s a lifetime.’ And then 
the next thing you know, man, those 
19 years are come and gone, and you’re 
like, ‘What in the world?” 


In 2002, Rice and Lewis opened their 
first Jim "N Nicks BBQ restaurant in 
the area. The concept flourished under 
their care, and they sold the operation 
side of the business a few years ago. 


Now Rice is focused primarily on 
Marlin Grill. 


Rice’s wife, Lara, is a teacher at Destin 
Elementary. Their son, Thomas, was 
two when Rice opened Marlin Grill. He 
grew up running past that dark-wood 
and marble bar, down the hallways, 
through the kitchen. Thomas now 
works part-time at the restaurant 
while completing his college degree. 


Rice’s retirement plan is not to retire. 
He feels meant to walk the restaurant 
floor. 


“I want to keep going,” he says. “I en- 
joy hobbying a little, but I don’t hobby 
all that well. ’d rather be working.” 


Marlin Grill will host Valentine’s dinner 
Feb. 14-16.

Let’s Get It Started === 


By Carl “Redbeard” Simpson 


It’s that time again. New year, new 
healthier you. If this is you, congrats! 
Getting in shape helps us with so many 
aspects of life. We look better in photos 
and have more options in clothes. Those 
seem to be the most important to some 
folks, but we also live longer, happier and 
more social lives. 


The benefits of fitness are many. Since 
you are reading this, I don’t need to sell 
you on getting in better shape—I just 
need to offer some advice on getting 
started. 


START WITH YOUR DIET 

Be honest with yourself. Start with a real 
look at what you consume. Write down 
everything that you eat and drink over a 
three-to-five-day period. When doing this, 
try to include the weekend. For a lot of 
us, that is when most of our indulgences 
occur. After taking a hard look at your 
data, look at what needs to be reined in. 
Too much sugar (sweets, sodas, southern 
sweet tea) is a huge culprit, so cut way 
back. Potato chips and cheese puffs are 
delicious, but not for daily consumption. 
Save that for maybe once a week. 


I have a general rule of thumb for people. 
If something makes you have a twinge of 
guilt when you eat it, it’s for a reason. You 
won't feel guilty eating good, minimally 
processed food. If weight loss is a goal, 
don’t crash diet. It’s not sustainable. Use 
a calorie calculator to determine how 
many calories you need to sustain your 
current weight. I recommend looking 
at themayoclinic.org in their healthy 
lifestyle section. 


Once you have how many calories you 
need to sustain yourself, reduce by a 
few hundred calories a day. Get these 
calories in healthy, nutrient-dense foods. 
You are going to be building some new 
muscles, so make sure that protein is a 
sizable part of your plan. 


Do not get obsessed with the scale. Focus 
on changes in your body composition. 
You will find yourself having more lean 
muscle mass and less fat when you 
combine diet with exercise. The scale will 
wobble up and down with a downward 
overall trajectory. Remember that this 
is a lifestyle change, so it takes time. 
Hold yourself accountable, and stay the 
course. 


START MOVING 

Now for the fun part. Use your current 
level of fitness as a guide to begin. If you 
are not in the best of shape, it’s okay. We 
all start somewhere. Find something that 
you enjoy that gets you moving. Walks, 
jogs, swimming, bike rides...doesn’t 
matter. I just need you to move! 


A couple days a week, get moving at a 
reasonably sustainable brisk pace. If 
you can, grab a device with a heart rate 
monitor. Find out the zones needed for 
your age group and goals, then monitor 
with your device. You will find that it 
becomes a fun challenge. If you do not 
want to wear an iWatch or Fitbit, it’s 
all good. Use something called Rate of 
Perceived Exertion. On a scale of 1 to 10 
with 10 being very strenuous, go to an 
RPE of 7 for 8-10 minutes. Back down 
for a couple mins and then go back up 
to 7 again. 


Do this at least a couple days a week for 
30 to 45 mins to increase your aerobic 
capabilities and boost your metabolism. 


DON’T FORGET STRENGTH 
TRAINING 

We have to lift some weights. Cardio is 
helpful, but strength equals longevity. 
Muscles protect our bodies and organs, 
burn more calories, and look better in 
your mirror than fat. Just because you 
do strength training does not mean you 
will look “bulky.” You are never too old 
or out of shape to strength train in some 
form. In short...do it! 


If you aren’t quite sure on how to get 
started or have never done resistance 
training, grab a session from a qualified 
professional and let them show you the 
ropes. When you are getting started, 
focus on compound movements that help 
more than one muscle group. Work with 
squat movements, upper body push- 
and-pull movements and some rotational 
movement. Do your strength training a 
couple of times a week to get started. 
You will be surprised at how quickly your 
body can adapt to new demands. 


RECOVER 

Take your time to warm up before each 
daily exercise session. Nothing crazy, 
just get the blood flowing a bit. That can 
be walking, jogging, jumping jacks, etc. 
After each session, take time to stretch. 
As you get farther along, your workouts 
become more intense, your diet gets 
sharper, and you adapt to a healthier 
lifestyle. 


Congrats on making the right choice. 
Stick to it. Your body and mind will thank 
you for it.

Dr. Prudence Farrow Bruns has 
been a practitioner of Transcendental 
Meditation (TM for short) since her 
encounter in the late 1960s with 
Maharishi Mahesh Yogi. She went on 
to become a teacher of TM, studied 
Sanskrit at the University of California 
at Berkeley, and earned a PhD. Bruns 
has also worked in theater and film, 
written articles on Asian Studies and 
other subjects, done charitable work, 
and traveled extensively. 


Bruns retired to Florida’ with 
her husband in 2008, where she 
continued to write, study and teach 
TM. On Wednesday, Feb. 12, at 
10 AM, Bruns will be speaking and 
teaching TM at the Walton County 
Coastal Branch Library in Santa Rosa 
Beach. She recently took time to talk 
to Beachcomber. 


“I enjoy teaching,” she says, “I’m still 
very enthusiastic.” 


The daughter of Hollywood director 
John Farrow and film and stage 


, 
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actress Maureen O’Sullivan, Bruns 
grew up in a beautiful California 
home, attending parties at the homes 
of film legends, and traveling all over 
the world. Brought up in a traditional 
Catholic household and education, 
she later rebelled, drifting into drugs 
and near-despair before finding her 
way. Bruns chronicled her sometimes 
harrowing life journey and spiritual 
development in an autobiographical 
book published in 2015, titled Dear 
Prudence — The Story Behind the Song. 


Beatles fans will recognize the 
reference, a song written by the 
partnership of John Lennon and Paul 
McCartney, and recorded by The 
Beatles on The White Album. Lennon, 
George Harrison and McCartney were 
studying with Maharishi Mahesh 
Yogi in Rishikesh, India at the same 
time as Bruns (who was around 
20). Concerned that Prudence was 
studying too intensely, isolated in her 
room, they reportedly knocked on her 
door and sang the song to her (“Dear 
Prudence...won’t you come out to 
play?”).

Numerous legends have grown up 
around the song, and about her time 
with the Beatles, but Bruns recalls 
them as kindhearted and dedicated 
fellow students, and “very funny” in 
their attempts to raise her spirits. 


The song notwithstanding, Bruns’ 
studies with the Maharishi instilled 
in her a deep interest and lifelong 
passion for the healing potential of 
TM. “The role of the mind is critical,” 
she says. TM offers a tool to get at 
the root of physical and mental stress 
accessing “the deeper parts of the 
mind, [which are] more silent and 
stable.” 


Bruns uses the example of a plant— 
“without deep roots, it can’t thrive. A 
shallow mind is the same.” 


Physical position is a part of the 
process, incorporating stretches and 
relaxation to provide grounding for the 
mind. Bruns says there is no definite 
age level at which TM can begin to 
be learned. Children under 4 might 
be too young, and a 10-year-old can 
absorb the more complex principles. 
Attendees of TM classes don’t fall into 
easily identifiable categories, but often 
tend to be female, somewhat more 
receptive to learning ways to battle 
stress.

Bruns maintains that TM can offer a 
way not only to relax and live more 
comfortably, but can also unlock 
creativity, vision and potential. She 
also sees it as a remedy to the “every 
man for himself” attitude that prevails. 
“We are all responsible for each other.” 


Though TM is neither a religion nor a 
medical procedure, Bruns has noted 
that a number of people who take 
instruction in TM come to it from 
therapists and psychologists. Some of 
them have told Bruns, “You’ve done 
the most work for them.” 


Attendees of the Feb. 12 presentation 
can expect to hear a little of Bruns’ life 
story, some Hollywood anecdotes, and 
“why I am the way I am.”

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They Tell Us That It’s Evolution... 
The Southern Gothic

Every band goes through an evolution. 
It’s the growth that begins as the 
first seed sprouts into songs. As The 
Southern Gothic knows all too well, 
not all growth is linear. 


In 2008, Connor Christian and The 
Southern Gothic was formed. Around 
2013, they looked poised for something 
massive, with a music video taking the 
number one spot on CMT and landing 
on Billboard’s Country chart. In less 
than three years, they disbanded. And in 
about three more, they reformed with a 
simplified name and a tour stop at Santa 
Rosa Beach’s Warehouse360 Feb. 22. 


The tale of The Southern Gothic 
isn’t a simple one. “We had these big 
moments, and then the week after 
that record came out, the owner of the 
record label we were on found out he 
had terminal cancer,” says Christian. 
“And six days later, he died. After that 
happened, that honestly sort of broke 
him and he quit the music business 
altogether. And we kind of found 
ourselves in limbo.” 


When the band went on hiatus with 
no foreseeable plans of reforming, 
Christian began writing for a Nashville 
publisher. No longer on stage regularly, 
but still in the music business. 


“We remained friends and remained 
close after that,” he says. “We were 
hanging out, decided to get together 
for a jam. We got together and started 
playing some of the old stuff, that went 
well. And I started showing (Spirko) 
some songs that I had written, some of 
the stuff that I thought was some of the 
best stuff that I had written that didn’t 
get cut and that I thought might fit 
with our style. We jammed on some old 
stuff, jammed on some new stuff, and 
we decided, ‘Hey, let’s get back out on 
the road and see what happens.” 


The next twist to The Southern Gothic 
tale is a positive one. An opportunity 
arose through SAE Institute Nashville 
to record a song. “He needed a band 
to record a song for his class so they 
could come in and watch it being done 
and see how everything works. And we 
did that and we were happy with how 
it turned out. So we released it as a 
single, and we did a little 10 or 12-day 
tour. The song came out on a Friday, 
and we played in New York City that 
night, and all these kids that were out 
there had never seen the band before. 
They knew all the words to the song

that had only been out a few hours. 
So I’m like, well maybe there’s a new 
generation of music fans that would 
dig this.” 


One of the most obvious changes for 
the reformed band is the simplified 
name. What began as Connor 
Christian and The Southern Gothic 
is now simply The Southern Gothic. 
Christian says the change is mostly 
due to a very practical reason. 


“We were having a lot of weirdness 
with the name for some reason. And I 
looked this up, and there are literally 
hundreds of thousands of people in 
America with the last name Christian. 
But somehow, because it was in the 
name of a band, everybody thought 
that we were a religious act. In some 
cases, we were getting offered gigs 
that we were definitely not the right fit 
for. We were getting offered gigs that 
were religious gigs, big church camps 
and stuff in the summer. 


“And I’m like, ‘Have you guys listened to 
us?’ Basically, just based on name and 
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based on the fact that we were popular, 
they were offering us these gigs, and it 
was definitely not something that we 
felt comfortable taking. We felt like 
that would be dishonest. And then 
on the other end, we were losing out 
on some gigs because they were more 
like outlaw country festivals and stuff 
and they were like, ‘Oh, we don’t want 
religious acts.” 


Christian often found himself sending 
photos of his ID to prove his point, but 
it was becoming unavoidable that the 
name had unintended consequences. 


The other major change? The 
Southern Gothic is now a four-piece 
as opposed to having five members. 
Three original members remain— 
Christian, lead vocals, guitar and 
piano; Spirko, fiddle, guitar and 
piano; and Shawn Thacker, drums. 
The fourth, Quinn Loggins, is most 
often found on bass but he is a multi- 
instrumentalist. 


When it comes to the future, Christian 
is hopeful for good reason. “When

we started advertising that we had 
a new thing coming out, our Spotify 
numbers started spiking. One of our 
old songs picked up almost 400,000 
plays and got over a million plays. 
So I think there’s some momentum. I 
think people are waiting to hear what 
it is that we come out with. I think 
that everybody’s going to be pretty 
excited about it—I hope they’re as 
excited as we are. 


“We don’t mind taking the step back, 
I think it’s good for us. If we were 
to come back out and immediately 
go and play 1,500-seat rooms as an 
opener without kicking the rust off 
a little bit and stretching out and 
remembering how to do it the right 
way...that’s not where I want to start. 
That’s a lot of pressure.” 


The Southern Gothic will have a new 
EP out this summer entitled Burnin’ 
Moonlight and future tour plans are 
already being kicked around.

Oscars, Schmoscars... 
Here Are This Year’s Biggest Snubs 


By Chris Manson 


The Oscars air on ABC Sunday, Feb. 
9, at 7 PM. I don’t see as many movies 
as I used to, but I did manage to catch 
three of the nine Best Picture nomi- 
nees—Noah Baumbach’s Marriage 
Story, Martin Scorsese’s The Irishman, 
and Quentin Tarantino’s Once Upona 
Time...in Hollywood. 


They were all first rate, and thanks 
to Netflix for making those first two 
available to fit my preferred method 
of movie watching—15-minute incre- 
ments, subtitles loaded. The latest 
Tarantino epic is up for grabs on 
DVD/Blu-ray/etc. and youll need to 
sock away a couple weeks to watch it. 


Parasite and Joker have already 
landed on most of the home viewing 
platforms, and Ford v. Ferrari and Jojo 
Rabbit are scheduled for release this 
month. Little Womenand 1917 are still 
in theaters. 


I hope to catch up with all of them 
at some point, but let’s talk about a 
handful of glaring omissions among 
the 2019 nominees. 


BEST ORIGINAL SONG 
Happy that Elton John and Randy 
Newman made the cut, for Rocketman 
and Toy Story 4, respectively. But if 
ever a song was indelibly tied to its 
movie, it would be Sturgill Simpson’s 
theme from The Dead Don’t Die. Jim 
Jarmusch’s zombie comedy makes ex- 
cellent use of the tune, notably during 
an argument between small town law 
enforcement officers Bill Murray and 
Adam Driver. 


And I would argue that Mr. Driver’s 
performance in this movie is as good 


as—if not better than—his Best Actor- 
nominated turn in Marriage Story. 


Speaking of which... 
BEST ACTOR 


Either the Academy hates Adam 
Sandler or they didn’t bother to see 
Uncut Gems. Or they confused him 
with Adam Driver. But whether you 
like the movie or not—and, yes, it’s 
stressful as hell, could’ve used a Hol- 
lywood happy ending, etc. etc.—there 
is no denying that Mr. Sandler takes 
his craft to a whole ‘nother level here. 


A good actor lives inside their 
character’s skin. A great actor makes 
the viewer live in that character’s skin. 
That’s what Mr. Sandler does in Uncut 
Gems, and by the time the lights came 
on, I was praying they had a working 
defibrillator in the theater lobby. 


I haven’t seen all five Best Actor per- 
formances, but... Joker? A comic-book 
movie?! They might as well have given 
that kid from Shazam! a nomination 
as well. 


BEST DIRECTOR 


Little Women is up for Best Picture, so 
shouldn’t director Greta Gerwig have 
gotten the Best Director slot that went 
to the guy that helmed...a comic book 
movie?!
